President Johnson is again in ‘he politically 
precarious position of being forced to beg his 
fellow citizens to do something they may re­ 
fuse to do 
lf they do it. or if they don't do it, they will 


blame the President for asking them and ae- 
cuse him of being hostile to their interests, the 
way unionists are accusing him of being against 
them because they haven't been abl® to get 
everything they wanted 


T H IS IS A dangeous game toe citizens of the 
United States are playing with their govern­ 
ment 
putting it in a position where its 
damned if it does, damned if it doesn’t 
Thev are tossing a coin to decide momentous 
questions of national 
policy 
and 
telling the 
government it will lose either way— that 
it 
can't win. 
Political authority is being given an impos­ 
sible choice Father it can be a whipping boy 
for critics itching to accuse it of meddling in 
private affairs, or it can be a scapegoat for 
critics eager to blame it for letting private

In New York City, for example

to gel rid of some of the worst slum areas have

The difference seems to be that the manage­ 
ment leaders do not exercise much influence in 
politics, whereas the labor unions do 


Gardner Ackley, chairman of the President’s 
Council of Economic Advisers, says: 


"A t this time, when Americans are fighting 
overseas, it s essential to maintain a stable 
economy. . . . It s necessary 
for those 
who 
have the power of wage and price decisions to 
he willing to discuss those decisions in advance, 
and to hear and understand the government's 
position 
Not to do so is deliberately to flout 
Ihe public interest in cost-priee stability at a 
critical time in our economic affairs.” 


NO SUCH D E M A N D has been made of the 
airline union or of the other unions which now 
are threatening more strikes 


The inevitable result of such a iopsy-turvv 
situation is to bring on an economic crisis, and 
the government will then have to step in with 
a wage-and-price freeze such as Britain is now 
undertaking Plainly, the war in Viet Nam ha* 
increased government expenses and had an 
impact on the national economy as a whole 
Control of wages and prices has heen imposed 
by law during the last three big wars in which 
Ihe United States has been engaged So there is 
precedent for such action 


A regulated economy is not always a prosper 


o m s one but certainly a real recession is pos 
sible if the major economic forces of the noun 
try ar allowed to do as they please. There 
has been a dependence in the last few years 
on government influence and various forms el 
coercion behind the scenes in an attempt ti 
hold down prices Threats have been made In 
dump on the market various com m odity from 
government stockpiles or to withhold govern 
ment contracts 
Such tactics in the long m n 
cannot produce the desired result— s'ahilization 
The steel companies have .lot heen in the 
forefront in maintaining a reasonable profit on 
their investments Other industries have passed 
them 
F!very time they try lo make a price 
increase lo meet the added wage cos;s they have 
encountered, the government steps in The late 
President 
Kennedy 
intervened

President Johnson, 
while using 
more polite 
tactics, has nevertheless prev ented across the- 
board price rises in steel. 


T H E L A T E ST TEST, wrhich has lust been 
initiated, is a direct consequence of the ad 
ministration's indifference to the violation of

Ing settlements beyond anything contemplated 
heretofore 
As the steel companies observe Ihe trend 
especially the comments In recent weeks that 
the "guidelines" should he raised a n 'how as far 
as labor is concerned

The steel companies were doubtless no* unwill­ 
ing to discuss questions of prices with the Prest 
dent s Council of Economic Advisers, bu* thev 
probably thought it would be much better foi 
them to announce their decision first, rather 
than to entangle themselves in a long-winded

Woollen Rake 


Repair Isn't 


Too Difficult 


By DOUGLAS TUOMEY 
The wide wojhI rake, o f t e n 
referred to as a hayrake, is un­ 
doubtedly ttie best thing to use 
on your lawn 
It doe* not tear roughly like 
an iron rake, nor does it dig 
out the grass’ roots like a bam­ 
boo or fan-shaped wire rake 
Tin* only thing wrong with the 
wood rake is that it breaks 
quite easily. The wood p egs

Rakes with missing teeth do 
poor job*. 
To repair a wood rake, sim­ 
ply drive out what is left of the 
broken tooth, buy a piece of 
dowel wood of proper diame­ 
ter. cut it to length and drive 
it into the hole. A sharp knife 
will produce the proper bevel 
at the end Incidently, painting 
a wo<»d rake prevents rotting 
An iron rake will often lose a 
tooth and the cost of having it 
welded on again is about that of 
a new rake, so the repair does 
not make sense 
However, the handiest thing a 
gardener could have around is 
an old iron rake which has been 
broken off to one side of the 
handle to reduce it to a half- 
rake This is excellent for get­ 
ting aroon' the hack of the 
shrubs and for other p l a c e s 
wheie the width of a full rake 
make* it difficult to clean out 
leaves or rubbish 
After some years of use. any 
type of rake is liable to loosen 
up where the handle sets into 
the metal ferrule which attach­ 
es it to the back Usually this 
is caused by the rivets working 
loose The rake can he set over 
a vise or other hard object and 
the rivet heads h a m m e r e d 
smartly so that ttiey renew their 
grip
